1. The amendment filed 2/3/05 has been entered. Claims 1-11, 14-19, 22-24 and 26 have 
been canceled. New claims 27-47 have been added. Claims 12-13, 20-21, 25 and 27-47 are 
pending in the apphcation. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

L Porous insulation layer (no plastic or polymer requirement) - Claims 12, 13, 20 and 42 
11. Pol5airethane insulation layer (no porous or fibrous requirement)-Claims 21, 25, 27-29 
in. Expanded plastic insulation layer (need not be PU) - Claims 30-33 and 43-47 

IV. Fibrous insulation layer (no plastic or polymer requirement) - Claims 34-37 

V. A "fiber" as the insulation layer - Claims 43-47 (Note: if the intent was to claim a 
"fibrous" insulation layer as opposed to a "fiber" as recited, Species V would be eliminated and 
Species IV would also include Claims 34-47.)
